The FBI is aware of nume rous individuals an d businesses 
throughout the country which, like| | have been 

contacted via United States mail by individuals in Nigeria who 
allegedly want to transfer monies out of that country. 

Generally, recipients have not responded to the letters received 
and losses have not been incurred. As losses are not being 
incurred and the subjects of these cases are operating outside of 
the United States, all FBI field offices have been advised to 
contact the appropriate U.S. Attorney's Office and obtain a 
prosecutive opinion prior to pursuing investigation concerning 
these matters. 
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Contacts with government officials in Nigeria revealed 
that the mailing of such letters to United States businesses is 
the first phase of an advance-fee scheme. In one instance, an 
American responded to a letter received at his business and was 
told that funds would be transferred out of Nigeria if he would 
pay, in advance, a $50,000 transfer tax. No payment^was,

Security/Terrorism investigation, the FBI, Counterterrorism 
Section, Criminal Investigative Division, will provide a 
letterhead memorandum which will contain a descriptive 
characterization of each group, the geographic area in which it 
operates, and a summary of past violence attributed to it. 
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Since the time of our last communication regarding this 
matter. Domestic Security/Terrorism investigations have been 
initiated on Illinois Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Los Angeles 
Area Skinheads, Aryan Women's League, and Texas Reserve Militia. 
Enclosed are separate memoranda outlining elements for each of 
these groups, as well as updated memoranda regarding other groups 
which continue to be the subjects of Domestic Security/Terrorism 
investigations. Although these memoranda are not classified, 
they do contain sensitive information. They are the property of 
the FBI and are being loaned to your agency for information 
purposes only. They are not to be distributed outside your 
agency. ., 1 , | fi i C non.iflV!fiy 
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investigations of Animal Liberation Front, Jewish Defense League, 
Aryan Brotherhood, White Aryan Resistance and The Covenant, The 
Sword and The Arm of the Lord have been closed. These closings 
were due to the fact that either no information was developed 
pertaining to these groups or their members or the predication 
was insufficient to have justified continuing the investigations 
under the Attorney General's Guidelines on Domestic Security/ 
Terrorism investigations. 

We will continue to notify you of additional pertinent 
information regarding the FBI ' s investigation of domestic 
terrorist groups.
